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Continuation of 1 3. Other: The amendment to the claims adds limitations that were not previously considered; therefore a new search is 
necessary to fully consider the claims in their amended form. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Applicants' blanket 
statement that there was not motivation to combine the teachings of the references is insufficient to overcome the rejections. The need to 
clean or regenerate a coating web between coating batches was not an unrecognized problem, as is discussed by Chavannes. Given 
equivalent means of cleaning such a web (e.g. thermal, mechanical, solvent), the artisan of ordinary skill would have had good reason to 
utilize any one of them to result in an uncontaminated coating web and consistent film cast batches. The remaining arguments are based 
upon the unentered amendment and are therefore moot. 
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
